GOVERNMENT PLANS 
TO PROTECT PEOPLE 


“Some Are Aiming at 'De- 
‘struction of Our Whole 
Political and Social Sit- 
uation,” Declares Bonar 
Law. | 


London, July 24.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—It is understood that 
an amicable settlement of the coal 
_ #trike will certainly be arranged to- 
morrow as a result of a meeting of 
a sub-committee of the miuers’ fed- 


eration with the coal controller to- 
night. 

The day was fully occupied with 
conferences between Premier Lloyd- 
George and other members of the 
government and the mining inter- 
ests, and closed with the prospect 
of settlement. According to the 
strike leaders in Yorkshire the 
whole trouble arose through an at- 
tempt by the coal controller to evade 
the piece rate provisions of the San- 
key report, which the government 
had adopted as a working basis. 


New Piece Rate Offer. 
One result of today’s conference 
- between the premier and the miners’ 
- executive Was a new piece rate of- 
fer on the part of the government, 
which the miners’ federation ap- 
pointed a sub-committee to con- 


rhe sub-committee, which re- 
quired elucidation of the points in 
detail, held a long conference this 
evening with the coal controller. No 
official report of this conference has 
_ been-issud, but it was unofficially 
stated that when the miners’ feder- 
ation meets in the morning to con- 
sider the sub-committee’s report, 
there is every prospect that a settle- 
ment will be reached. 

In the event of the government's 
offer being accepted it involves the 
appointment of a small committee 
representing the coal mines depart- 
ment and the miners’ federation, to 
adjust a formula adapted to the re- 
quirements of the different districts. 

Cenditions Serious. 

The settlement will come none too 
soon. Evidence is accumulating 
hourly of how heavy the coal short- 
age is pressing on ail industries and 
public services. The government has 
already stopped the export of coal 
from Cardiff, and the railways have 
plans laid for a severe restriction 
of their services, to begin Monday 
if the strike is not settled. 

A satisfactory aspect of the strike 
isthe fact that there have been no 
disorders of any kind, and no at- 
tempt to hinder the naval men who 
have been engaged in keeping as far 
as possible the mines from flooding.

RECOMMEND SALE 
OF HOARDED- FOOD 


House Favors Immediate 
Placing on Market of 
$120,000,000 Surplus 
Stock of Foodstuffs Held 
by War Department. 


Washington, July 24.—Immediate 
sale of the $120,000,000 surplus stock 
of foodstuffs held by the war de- 
partment under a plan which will 
“insure opportunity for the people 
of the United States to buy” was 
recommended today by the ten re- 
publican members of the house war 
investigating committee. The five 
democratic committeemen withheld 
decision, pending a review of evi- 
dence taken by a subcommittee. 

“The inactivity of the govern- 
ment in the disposition of these 
food supplies was, and is, the re- 
sult of a well definéd policy of the 
secretary of war to withhold them 
from the domestic market and to 
protect the interests from which 
these products had been purchasd,”’ 
said the subcommittee report draft- 
ed by Representative Reavis, Ne- 
braska, and MacGregor, New York, 
republicans, 

Chairman Graham, of the full com- 
mittee, was instructed to ask for 
@ special rule on a resolution call- 
ing upon the war department to 
sell oods. Efforts will be made 
to /bring \the resolution before the 
house next Monday, Graham an- 
nounced. 

The report criticised on what it 
declared the department’s “non-ac- 
tivities in the sale of very large 
quantities of food supplies now held 
in storage” and asserted that six 
months elapsed before any surplus 
stock was declared while “in the 
meantime the food.was deteriorat- 
ing and becoming of less value and 
the high cost of living continued.” 

The report also expressed “the 
subcommittee’s disfavor of a poli- 
cy of export,” and recommended that 
“plans be devised by the secretary 
of war through the war department 
for the early disposition of all sur- 
plus food production on the domes- 
tic market.” 

The report estimated that on July 
8, last, the value of surplus food 
stored in the United States over 
and above the needs of the army 
was as follows: 

Corn beef, $24,000,000; bacon, $23,- 
000,000; hash corn beef, $10,000,000; 
roast beef, $20,500,000; fresh frozen 
meats and poultry, $20,000,000; can- 
ned vegetables, $23,000,000.

Amendment Defeated in 
Both Houses of General

VOTE IS PRECIPITATED 
BY MOTION TO TABLE 


Anti-Suffragists of House 

Insisted That Agree- 
ment Had Been Broken 
as Result and Forced 
Action.

Georgia in rejecting the amend- 
ment to the federal constitution 
granting women’s suffrage yester- 
day is the first state in the union 
to take this action. After a num- 
ber of preliminary test votes had 
been taken, the final vote in the 
senate was 39 to 10 and in the 
house 118 to 29. 

Every argument that could be 
urged was made to prevent Georgia 
going on record as opposed to the 
known overwhelming sentiment of 
the nation, but it was to no avail. 
Speakers went so far as to point 
out that the action taken was 
equivalent to bolting from the dem- 
ocratic party and that there was no 
party that Georgia could appeal to 
for aid in the future, as the demo- 
cratic, republican and even socialist 
parties had united in lining them- 
selves up on this issue, Georgia, 
it was claimed, would be absolutely 
left out in the cold in so far as 
her influence in national affairs was 
concerned by the action taken 
Thursday. 

Oppose Positive Action. 


Opponents of the resolutions pass- | 


ed did not insist on the general 
assembly putting Georgia on record 
asifevoring suffrage, but they urged. 
that positive action against the 
méasure, which was certain of en- 
actment in the near’ futifre, would 
not only do the state but the demo- 
cratic party of the nation irremedia- 
ble harm. ‘ 

In the face of the ablest and 
most convincing argument that had 
been made in the house in recent 
years by Judge Covington, of Col- 
quitt, in favor of the national 
amendment, the house majority 
overwhelmed all opposition and 
rushed the matter to a final vote 
at the morning session. There had 
been an understanding between the 
friends and opponents of the meas- 
ure that the debate would be con- 
clude@ at an afternoon session. 
Thursday and the previous question 
called for a vote to be taken next 
week, but when Representative 
Stewart, of Atkinson, insisted on a 
motion to table, the anti-suffragists 
claimed that the agreement had 
been broken and rushed the steam 
roller over the minority, shutting cff 
further debate and securing a final 
vote Thursday.

Trial of Ex-K aiser 
In London Opposed 
In House of Lords 


Peace Tréaty and Anglo- 
French Treaty - Passed 
Through All Stages by 
the Lords. 


London, July 24.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—It is possible that 
former Emperor William may not 
be tried in London, according to an 
announcement made in the house of 
lords today by Earl Curzon, of 
Kedleston, government leader in the 
upper house, 

The lords passed the peace treaty 
and the Anglo-French treaty 
through all stages. In the 
course of the discussion Viscount 
Bryce, former ambassador at Wash- 
ington, deprecated holding the trial 
of the former Germanr emperor at 
London. 

Baron Buckmaster said there were 
grave reasons why the government 
ought not to pursue any further the 
project of trying the German war 
lord, It was certainly unfitting, 
he declared, to ask an English judge 
to sit on such a tribunal to admin- 
ister a law he does not know, by 
procedure that has never been de- 
fined, in a court he does not con- 
trol. 

In his reply Earl Curzon said he 
thought the kaiser in exile in no 
way comparable with Charles I. or 
Napoleon. He was unable to im- 
agine that a man who had ignomi- 
niously fled his country could be 
turned into a martyr or a hero by 
a trial, while his continual pres- 
ence near the German border might 
be a political danger. 

It might be, however, that the 
trial would not be held in London. 


No final decision has been reached . 


and the chances of the trial be- 
coming a spectacular show and dis- 
turbing public opinion and the daily 
national life were competent and 
important considerations. Even if 
the trial were within the shores of 
Britain, it by no means followed that 
London would be the place selected.

TAFT SUGGESTIONS 
CLARIFY SITUATION 
REGARDING TREATY 


Made as Basis of Com- 
promise Between Oppo- 
nents and Advocates of 
League of Nations. 


RESERVATIONS SPEED 
TREATY RATIFICATION 


Administration Leaders 
Say They Will Continue 
to Fight for Ratification 
of Covenant and Treaty 
Without Change. 


Washington, July 24.—Former 
President Taft’s suggestion of six 
reservations to the peace treaty, as 
the basis for a compromise between 
the opponents and advocates of the 
league of nations that would speed 
the ratification of the treaty in the 
senate, is clarifying the senate sit- 
uation regarding the treaty, re- 
publican and democratic senators 
alike said today. 

The Taft suggestions were receiv- 
ed by the senators simply as a sug- 
gestion that might lead to a com- 
promise which both sides were rep- 
resented as believing must be ef- 
fected in order to secure the consent 
of the senate to the ratification of 
the treaty. 

The radical opponents of the 
league covenant, such as Senators 
Lodge, Borah and Knox, said that 
the treaty would be rejected by the 
senate if Mr. Taft’s suggestion that 
mild “interpretations” be made, 
were accepted; but they declared 
that the fact that the former presi- 
dent, who had been as much op- 
posed to material changes in the 
treaty as President .-Wilson. himself, 
Suggested two reservations which 
would be material amendments to 
the league covenant, greatly 
strengthened the faction in the sen- 
ate that warts material reserva- 
tions made to the league covenant. 

To Continue Fight, 

The administration. leaders in the 
senate, however, said that they will 
continue to fight for the ratifica- 
tion of the league covenant and the 
peace treaty “without the dotting 
of an “i” or the crossing of a “‘t” 
at(least until the resolution of rat- 
ifivation is before the senate. 

The administration senators would 
not admit that-a movement for a 
compromise inthe senate has..been 
Started by Mr. Taft. They said that 
they would not 


strated to them that they must agree 


to a compromise in order to secure. 


the ratification of the treaty. 

The “middle ground” senators 
of both parties, who favor minor 
reservations to the treaty and to 
whom Mr. Taft appealed in mak- 
ing his suggestions for reservations, 
declined to discuss the specific res- 
ervations he suggested. 

They said, however, that Mr. Taft 
undoubtedly had laid the ground- 
work for securing the ratification 
of the treaty with the least destruc 
tive kind of reservations. : 

Senator Hitchcock today received 
a letter from Mr. Taft, but he de- 
Clined to make its contents public, 

Senator Hitchcock’s comment on 
the Taft suggestions was that “Mr. 
Taft is groping around trying to 
get the treaty through and unite 
the republicans.” 

Hitcheock Outlines Program. 

Senator Hitchcock outlined ‘the 
program which the administration 
forces in the senate will follow. 

“We will continue to fight for 
the ratification of the treaty with- 
out the dotting of an ‘i’ or the 
crossing of a ‘t,’” he said. “We will 
defeat every amendment that is in- 
troduced when the treaty is first be- 
ing read in the senate article by 
article, when it is fimst beforé the 
senate in committee of the whole. 
Amendments of all kinds will un- 
doubtedly be offered to nearly every 
article. I feel sure that we can de- 
feat them all as they are offered, by 
& majority of 8 or 10 votes. 

“After it goes from committee of 
the whole and ig placed before the 
senate itself -without a_ single 
change, the battle will come on 
the resolution of ratification. That 
is where the real fight will be made 
to have reservations or amendments 
included in- the resolution.

Paris, July 24.—The council of 
five is expected to render a decision 
in a day or so on the question of the 
Bulgarians’ demand for a port on the 
Aegean sea at Greece’s expense. The 
argument of M. Venizelos, the Greek 
premier, is simple and convincing: 

“The territory coveted by the Bul- 
garians,” he declares, “is. demon- 
strably Greek and inhabited by a 
large majority, therefore, the prin- 
ciples of nationality and self-de- 
termination require that it be as- 
Signed to Greece. The sole ground 
inveked by Bulgaria for her claim 
is economic necessity, but it wil) 
not bear examination. Certain coun- 
tries with a very much larger popu- 
lation possess only a commer¢ia) 
outlet to the sea, such as Greece 
offers Bulgaria in the Aegean. Po- 
land and Czecho-Slovakia are ex- 
amples. Bulgaria, like them, might 
live, and proper if she possessed 
only a commercial outlet, but she 
also has in full possession two ex- 
cellent Black sea ports, an much 
better. off than those large friendly 
statés. 

“Why should Greece be despoiled 
in order to béstow upon Bulgaria 
privileges not enjoyed by Poland 
and Czecho-Slovakia? Has her at- 
titude towards the allies been 
friendly? Has she purged herself 
of the crime of black treason against 
them? Has she expiated atrocities 


more Horrible than those ascribed, to 
the Bashibazuks? What has Bul- 
garia secretly accomplished to war- 
rant the violation of two funda- 
mental Wilsonian principles and the 
perpetration of an amazing injus- 
tice against Greeks for the sake of 
aggrandizing her?” 
 Cablegram toe Wilson. 


Premier Venizelos has dispatched 
a cablegram of this tenor to Presi- 
dent Wilson. 

If the conference’s decision goes 
by a majority, Greece will gain her 
cause, because the plenipotentiaries 
of Great Britain, France and Japan 
and at the eleventh hour, it is said, 
Italy, favor the Greek case which 
is opposed only by representatives 
of the United States on ground un- 
disclosed. M. Venizelos tells me he 
will return home, once the _ issucs 
between Greece and Bulgaria are 
settled and will come back to Paris 
when the Turkish claims come up 
for discussion which will not be be- 
fore the end of the year. 

The Bulgarians at the peace con- 
ference, owing to the variety of for- 
tunate circumstances appearing as 
claimants rather than vanquished, 
demand just what ,they demanded 
when solicited to enter the war and 
curiously obtained American sup-

Washington, July 24.—President 
Wilson violated Article IV of the pro- 
posed alliance between France and 
the United States by failing to sub- 
mit the agreement to the senate at 
the time he submitted the peace 
treaty, Senators Brandegee and 
Lodge, both republicans, charged in 
the senate today. 

The senators also charged that 
the text of the proposed alliance 
has been«witheld from the Ameri- 
can people while it has been pub- 
lished in Paris and London. 

The charges were made immedi- 
ately after the senate convened to- 
day, and produced for more than 
an hour one of the stormiest debates 
of the session. 

Senators Hitchcock, Williams of 
Mississippi, and other democratic

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the president, declaring that the re- 
publicans in making the charges 
were following a program they 
started long ago of “nagging” the 
president and attacking him for 
purely political purposes. 

Article four of the proposed al- 
liance,.which Senatora* Brandegee 
and Lodge charged the president 
with violating, reads as follows: 

“The present treaty will be sub- 
mitted to the senate of the United 
States at the same time as the treaty 
of Versailles is submitted to the 
senate for its advice and consent 
to ratification.” 

The president signed the proposed 
alliance, Senators Brandegee and 
Lodge charged, and then withheld 
the agreement from tne senate when 
he submitted the peace treaty. 

Withheld as Threat. 

Senator Lodge introduced a res- 
olution in the senate calling upon 
the president to send the proposed 
alliance to the senate immediately. 
The resolution was hel@ over for 
future consideration. 

Senator Moses, republican, of New 
Hampshire, said that he and many 
of his republican colleagues in the 
senate belleved that the president 
was withholding the pact because 
the president wanted to use it as 
a threat to prevent the French 
chamber of deputies from amending 
the peace treaty. 

Senator Moses called attention to 
the fact that the French chamber 
of deputies corresponding to the 
foreign relations committee of the 
senate, which had charge of the 
treaty, reported two amendments to 
the treaty to the whole chamber. 

“One of the amendments report- 
ed.” said #enator Moses, “is a rad- 
ical one. It is known as the Bour- 
geois amendment, and would create 
@ general military staff and place 
an army behind the league of na- 
tions. 

“The president evidently broke 
his solemnly pledged word and an 
international agreement in not sub- 
mitting the allianee to the senate, 
so that he could say to the French 
chamber of deputies: ‘If you amend 
the league of nations covenant or 
the treaty, you will not have your 
alliance.’ ”

German leases. The award of ter- 
ritory to Japan, said the senator, is 
only 208 square miles on the iand 
and a water area of approximately 
200 square miles embracing the en- 


tire bay of Kiao Chow. China also 
agreed that Germany might con- 
struct two railways and operate 
mines within about 10 miles of the 
lines, one of which was to extend 
from Tsing Tau to Tsing Au Fu, 
a distance of 250 miles. Japan cap- 
tured these rights. from rmany 
in November, 1914. 

‘When Japan attacked Germany 
in Kiao Chow,” said Senator Rob- 
inson, “China created a war zone 
embracing the area of actual hos- 
tilities. Some months after the sur- 
render of the Germans to Japan 
China announced that this war zone 
would be abolished. Japan there- 
upon submitted to China the 21 de- 
mands, some of which related to 
Kiao Chow, and after negotiations 
the Chinese government agreed to 
recognize any settlement that Japan 
might make with Germany upon the 
restoration of peace respecting the 
rights, interests and concessions 
possessed by Germany in the prov- 
ince of Shantung.’ 

This Chinese agreement was em- 
bodied in the treaty between China 
and Japan of May, 1915, Senator 
Robinson said. 

He said that concurrently with 
the execution of the treaty a note 
was issued by the Japanese min- 
ister at Pekin by which Japan 
agreed, if given at the close of. the 
war free disposal of the German 
lease at Kiao Chau bay to return

Secured Agreement From China. 


“Thus it appears,” said Senator 
Robinson, “that Japan first obtained 
possession of the ceded territory and 
the German properties by act of 
war, and while in possession of the 
same, secured the agreement of 
China to recognize any settlement 
which she might make with Ger- 
many upno the restoration of peace. 

Subsequent events established the 
fact that Japan, having wrested by 
force from Germany the rights and 
property of whatever nature Ger- 
many acquired from China by the 
treaty of March, 1918, and having 
secured China’s agreement to rec- 
ognize the cession of these rights 
and properties from Germany, Japan 
negotiated with her allies, England, 
France and Russia, to secure their 
promise to support her claims to 


German rights in Shantung.

No Treachery Involved. 


In reply to statements made by 
republican senators that the Chi- 
nese-Japanese treaty was secured 
under duress, Senator Robinson in- 
sisters that every commercial treaty 
now in force between China and Eu- 
ropean nations, “is the result of war 
or some other form.of duress.” 

“Japan was a jig “ee to approach 
France, England, ussia and the 
United States,” Senator Robinson 
continued, “beeause of their interest 
in maintaining the equality of rights 
for all nations in Chinese commerce 
and the preservation of Chinese ter- 
ritorial integrity. Each of these na- 
tions had an interest in the subject 
matter, an interest which in generai 
terms is expressed in ‘the open docr 
policy’ and in the more specific terms 
of the various treaties and. conces- 
sions in which some of them had 
established commercial relations 
with China. In view of the fact 
that China had already agreed with 
Japan on the subject, there could be 
no treachery involved in the agrer- 
ments by which the allied nations 
signified their readiness to assent to 
the arene which Japan had 
made with China. 

“IT believed then and I still be- 
lieve that the policy by which Japan 
was cemented to the allies was botn 
just and wise. The influences now 
at work to cause China to hold out 
do not appear calculated to result in 
benefit to either China or this coun- 


try.”

declared jthat woman's suffrag e 
was a socialist party issue and had 
been taken up by the democratic 
and republican parties from that 
party. It was entirely contrary to 
all the principles of the original 
democratic party which, he said, no 
longer had any existence. 

“The Constitution,” he continued, 
“is a so-called democratic paper, 
but it has been recreant to every 
principle of democracy in favoring 
this issue. The spirit of John 
Brown, murderer and horse thief, 
justly banged by a Virginia court, 
is’ attempting today to control us 
through this movement. 

“It means the final ratification of 
the fifteenth amendment to the con- 
stitution of the United States, noth- 
ing less. Of that amendment Fred- 
erick Douglass was the father and 
Susan B. Anthony, who received the 
negro in her home, the mother. 
Abraham Lincoln and all other de- 
cent republicans were opposed to it. 

“It was an alliance between the 

advocates of negro rule and the suf- 
fragists of that day that enabled 
the north to put it over on us by 
force. It has never been passed on 
by the supreme court of the United 
States and its legality as a part of 
our fuhdamental instrument is held 
in doubt by some of our ablest law- 
yers. If you pass this nineteenth 
amendment you ratify the fifteenth, 
and any southerner, knowing what 
that means, is a traitor to his sec- 
tion. ‘ 
“I care not for any appeal by 
Mr. Wilson on this issue. It tran- 
scends all matters of party. It is 
a question of state rights and of 
the vital interests of the people of 
our section. Mr. Wilson himself has 
had two views on the matter, having 
repeatedly declared that it was an 
issue for the states themselves to 
decide, and I prefer his first views 
to those adopted after mingling 
with the Bolsheviki of Europe.” 

Mr. Jones added that he believed 
that women were temperamentally 
disqualified for the exercise of the 
political franchise and that he 
woula never agree to place them on 
equality with man at the ballot box. 

Covington Urges Suffrage. 

Judge Covington, of Colquitt, who 
followed Mr. Jones, said substan- 
tially in part: . 

“The average opponent of this 
resolution will tell you that down 
at the bottom of his heart he is 
opposed to women taking any part 
in the government of Georgia. He 
wants man to control the monopoly 
he now enjoys because he feels that 
women are not his equals. That is 
the substance of the whole matter. 
If the gentleman from Jones looks 
upon his wife, sister and other 
female relatives as his inferiors, 
that may justify his attitude on the 
question. 

“I do not take that view of the 
matter. I hold that women are the 
co-equals of men intellectually and 
morally their superiors, I had a 
little Georgia cracker mother, who 
went through all the reconstruction 
tribulations to which Mr. Jones has 
referred and to her I owe all that 
I am. I am quite sure that she 
was just as well qualified to pass 
on questions of government as the 
gentleman from Jones. I believe 
that you feel the same way about 
your wives, mothers and sisters. 

“IT am willing to risk woman's 
influence in government. I believe 
that her moral influence would add 
something that our state is sorely 
in need of today. All this talk 
about Frederick Douglass and. the 
fear of the negro woman voter is 
Pure camouflage. Our present laws 
protect us from anything of that 
kind. I am willing to guarantee 
that when this amendment is adopt- 
ed, as it surely will be, there will 
not be 300 negro women voters in 
the state of Georgia for the next 
25 years, 

“My wife can cast just as intelli- 
Bent a vote as the gentleman from 
Jones. lor twenty-five years I 
have been on the woman’s side of 
this issue. I regard Women as oul 
equals, not as our inferiors either 
in patriotism or intelligence. The 
real question at issue is will the 
elective franchise for women in 
Georgia help the state.’ I believe 
that it will, because their mora! 
force will /add an influence to our 
politics that we sorely need, 


Will Not Affect Matter. 


“But no action that you may take 
here today will affect the matter 
in a single degree. Georgia women 
wie exercise the right of suffrage 
n year irrespective of anything 
you may do. You might as well 
be arguing against the setting of 
the sun tomorrow afternoon. It is 
agreed that there are not more 
than six states in the entire union 
that will not adopt this amendment. 
They claimed that the southern 
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and 
process of ra 
will ratify and even Florida is as 
sure to ratify as the sun is to rise 
tumorrow. 

“The issue is not whether women 
will get the balict, but whether 
the influence and prestige of the 
empire state of the south shall be 
preserved, That prestige, I regret to 
say has already been seriously im- 
paired. By the deciding vote of 
Jack Slaton, then president of the 
senate, Georgia refused to ratify 
the income tax amendment. With- 
out that amendment it is now uni- 
versally agreed that we could not 
have won the war. The same 
thing happened with the progres- 
sive amendment making United 
States senators elective by the peo- 
ple. 

“The argument that bad women 
would exercise undue influence, if 
the ballot was granted them is too 
preposterous to deserve reply. You 
must admit that for every bad 
woman there is a bad man. * It is 
the men that make them so. There 
are 20 per cent of our male popu- 
lation that are morally unqalified 
to exercise the ballot. I believe 
that the granting of the franchise 
to women would reduce this to at 
least 10 per cent. 

“IT heard it stated that a very high 
official in the democratic party of 
this state has publicly announced 
that if the suffrage is given_ to 
women he will quit the party. But 
to whom will he go? The repub- 
licans are for it. The socialists 
stand upon it. Even the Bolsheviki 
are on this platform. If we-take 
the wings of the morning and fly 
to the uttermost parts of the earth 
we will find it in Russia, in Ger- 
many, in England, in Scandinavia 
and Switzerland, and in the islands 
of the sea. It would be interesting 
to see the eminent gentleman, like 
Noah’s dove, winging his way across 
the wide wastes of democracy and 
finding no place for his foot till 
with wenmried wing he comes back to 
the ark of his fathers.” 

Lengley Fights Measure. 

Representative Longley of Troup 
followed Judge Colquitt in opposi- 
tion to the measure. He said that 
he did not believe all the talk on the 
subject would change a single vote, 
but he had a speech in his system 
and he had to get it out. He was 
opposed to amending the fifteenth 
amendment in any shape or form 
and he regarded this Susan B. An- 
thony amendmént as nothing less 
than an amendment to the fifteenth 
amendment and an attempt to again 
saddle negro rule on the south. 

As to Mr. Wilson's attitude, he 
would appeal to the time when he 
defended states’ rights and. declared 
that suffrage was a matter for the 
states to decide. in this question 
he would appeal “from Philip drunk 
to Philip sober.” 

Mr. Atkinson, of Jenkins, was 
the next speaker favoring the cause 
of suffrage. He reiterated much 
that had been previously said em- 
phasizing the fact that his oppo- 
nents were standing in the way of 
the progress of the world and that 
by their conduct they werr cast- 
ing a slur upon their own wives, 
mothers and sisters, 

When Mr. Anderson had concluded 
his speech, parliamentary questions 
were raised which resulted in the 
motion to table, and the ultimate 
forcing of the issue on the house 
without further delay. This showed 
that the sentiment of the house was 
overwhelmingly against the ratifi- 
eation of the amendment. 

In explaining their votes a num- 
ber of members who voted against 
ratitication declared that they 
would be in favor of suffrage as a 
state issue, but they regarded the 
national amendment as an infringe- 
ment of states’ rights. 

In concluding speeches Mr. Jack- 
son, of Jones, was severely raked 
over the coais by Representative 
Arnold, of Clay, and others for his 
attitude in sponsoring the measure 
that he was determined to kill. 

When the last vote had been tak- 
en, the house adjourned until 10 
o'clock Friday morning. 


PATTERSON TO BACK 
MAJORITY MEASURE 


Announces Change of Posi- 
tion on Highway Reports 
in Interest of Harmony. 


Judge T. E. Patterson, chairman 
of the Georgia state highway com- 
mission, announced Thursday that 
he would support the highways bit! 
recommended by the majority of the 
ad interim highway committee. 

Judge Patterson has been sup- 
porting the minority bill, which 
was introduced by Walter P. An- 
drews, of Atlanta. The minority 
bill calls for a highway commission 
to be composed of twelve members, 
while the majority favors a commis- 
sion composed of thrge men, Profes- 
sor Strahan, of the University of 
Georgia,- took a prominent part in 
preparing the majority bill, and the 
bill is generally known as the 
Strahan bill. 

Judge Patterson states that in 
the interest of harmony he has laid 
aside personal views and supports 
the Strahan bill. ; 

“However, 1 
there has been sO much 
propaganda for one purpose 
or another in favor of the other 
bills that there is a better chance 
of. getting those bills passed with 
some amendments that improve 
them to some extent, and for this 
reason I think that the general as- 
sembly should at once pass at least 
the bill creating a new highway de- 
partment, the bill increasing the 
motor vehicle taxes, and constitu- 
tional amendment allowing the state 
to levy taxes for state highways and 
authorizing a bond issue for the 
purpose. I think all minor differ- 
ences of opinion as to the details 
of these bills should be straight-

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By Vote of 39 to 10, Geor- 
gia Senators Reject the 
Susan B. Anthony 
Amendment. 


Rejection of the Susan. B. An- 
thony national suffrage amend- 
ment by a vote of 39 to 10 after a 
week's debate, featured the work of 
the senate Thursday. This means 
the end of the matter for this ses- 
sion, as far as the senate is con- 
cerned. | 

The refusal to ratify the amend- 
ment came on the vote on the com- 
mittee substitute to the resolution 
introduced by Senator Parker, of 
the Forty-seventh. Senator Parker 
introduced his resolution calling for 
the ratification some time ago with 
the ‘express purpose to bring the 
matter to a vote and having the 
Georgia senate go On record as hav- 
ing rejected the Susan B. Anthony 
proposition. When this came up on 
the floor some two weeks ago a par- 
liamentary tangle arose and it was 
recommitted. It came out of the 
committee a few days later -by sub- 
stitute refusing to ratify and upon 
this substitute the senate has been 
engaged in a long debate, which 
has consumed the entire time of 
the body for seven days. 

Senator H.-H. Elders, who has 
been the principal factor in the 
ratification faction, made his final] 
protest against the rejection Thurs- 
day. He stated that he had been 
sincere in all of his attempts to 
stave off the vote and had conducted 
no filibuster, but had simply given 


his heart in a dying effort to pre- 
vent Georgia “from giving’ the 
democratic party a most’ uncalled | 
for stab in the back.” .He declared 
the rejection bill to be “only a 


usefulness is concerned, so why 
place humiliation on the name of 
the state for years to come?” 

Day is Coming. 

Senator Dorris, who has also con- 
sistently worked for ratification, 
brought out the fact that this 
amendment may be ratified by any 
future legislature, as no time limit 
is placed on the time allowed the 
States for acceptance of an amend- 
ment to the constitution. “Some day 
some future legislature sitting in 
the same seats now occupied by us 


will see the light, the great licht of [ 


the rising suffrage sun, and that 
day they will. remove from . the 
name of the state of Georgia that 
blot which we are now imposing on 
it. May that day come soon!” 

The. senate also by a 36 to 12 vote 
killed the amendment to the resolu- 
tion offered by Senator . Elders 
leaving the ratiffcation of the Susan 
B. Anthony amendment to the dis- 
cretion of the democratic white 
voters of the state at the next 
white democratic primary. 

Senator J. J. Flynt, who has been 
the floor leader of the rejection 


party, stated that in rejecting the 
amendment the senate had let it be 
known to the country that Georgia 
at least was not ready to surrender 
the sacred right of state’s rights 
nor would she consent to a measure | 
which would disrupt the social and 
racial condition of the south.

“Since the return of the peace 
commissioners the senate has asked 
for the text of the American plan, 
but no attention has been paid to it. 

Given to French Public. 

“Having tried his case before the 
senate as the jury, the president 
now sends for the individual jury- 
men. He ought to come before the 
senate or some committee of the 
senste with the information he de- 
sired to present. The people of the 
United States are entitled to some 
information. The Franco-Amer- 
ican treaty has been given to the 
French people and it was a part of 
the agreement made by our presi- 
dent with the French premier that 
it ould be given to us simulta- 
neous with its presentation to the 
French parliament.” 

It was disclosed in the debate that 
the text of the Franco-American 
treaty was given to the public in 
Paris on Julv 3, it having been 
signed June 28, last. 

“When the senator from Connecti- 
cut,” said Senator Lodge, “showed 
me this article before the assembling 
of the senate, it seemed to me in- 
conceivable that the fourth article 
should be there. I supposed the ed- 
itor, Colonel Harvey, was very ac- 
curate and careful, but it seemed 
to me simply inconceivable. I saw 
a copy of The London Times, which 
contains the fourth article from the 
white book, which was laid before 
the house of commons, but I could 
not get a copy in private hands. 
However, I afterwards found a copy 
of the French paper, Figaro. It is 
a Paris paper under date of July 
3 and carritd on its front page this 
article headed, ‘Guarantee of 
Peace.’ ” 

At this point Senator Lodge read, 
first in French, then in English, ar- 
ticle four. 4 

“The French language,” said Sen- 
ator Lodge, “is extreemly exact 
and there is no question as to the 
terms of the treaty as submitted 
to the French chamber and as sub- 
mitted to the house of commons. 

“There may be good reasons for 
paying no attention to the publica- 
tions of article four, but it was evi- 
dent that it was put in b the 
French prime minister aid  M. 
Pichon, secretary of state for for- 
éign affairs, with a very consider- 
ate feeling for thé@\ senate of the 
United States. I[ cannot but regret 
that it was not laid before us at 
the same time that the treaty of 
Versailles was given to us, as this 
signed statement requires.’ 

“I am not familiar’ said Senator 
Brandegee, “with the diplomatic 
methods or with treaty making, but 
it seems to me to be rather an un- 
usual,provision for a treaty. Ordi- 
narily the commissioners, 1 should 
say, whuv would négotiate with each 
other would have a personal under- 
standing about such things. But 
to imbed it in an article in the 
treaty itself makes it a part of the 
consideration of the signing of the 
international contract. The. only 
way they can get it out is to re- 
assemble the peace conference, re-

consider their action and make a 
new contract. 
Accused of Hamatringing. 
“But here is article four. I do xot 
know whether it has been scratched 
out by somebody in this country 


with a pen. That would not take 
it out of the treaty or get it out of 
the contract. You cannot get a hook 
out of your jaw in that way. 

~ “T do not read French, but I can 
read English. Here is The London 
Times and you will find the article 
exactly as quoted by the senator 
from Massachusetts. 

“Here is the thunderer, The Lon¢ion 
Times of July 4, and the whole 
covenant is here; every Britisher 
knows about it, and knows about 
our treaty with France, as well as 
their own, but we do not know about 
it and cannot.” 

Senator Hitchcock accused some 
republican senators of attempting 
to “hamstring the president and 
stab him in the back.” 

“It seems to me like a’ tempest in 
a teapot,” said Senator Hitchcock 
defending the president. “To make 
such a hullabaloo over the discov- 
ery, apparently just made, of a 
treaty which has been in print for 
weeks and which I have seen pub- 
lished in the United States. It seems 
to me that some protest ought to 
be made here in the senate against 
what seems to be a settled purpose 
of a few senators to criticise and 
discredit the president on all possi- 
ble occasions, however trifling the 
subject of criticism may he. 

“The president has made no prom- 
ise to the senate. He entered into 
an arrangement with France, and 
if there is any grounds for complaint 
France and not the senator from 
Connecticut has the right to com- 
plain.” 

1. Soeereepting, Senator Brandegee 
s ; 

“Il am not complaining. I am 
calling attention to these articles. 
If there is any complaint about it. 
the American nation and France, I 
guess, will make the complaint. It 
is immaterial to me what the sena- 
tor from Nebraska thinks about it.” 

“The senator may not be com- 
plaining,” replied Senator Hitchcock, 
“What he is dotng is carrying out 
& ‘#settled purpose to attack and 
criticise the president on every oc- 
casion, however slight.” 

“What I am trying to do,” said 
Brandegee, “is to get the president 
to treat the senate as he wants to 
be treated himself.” 

“The senator and his closé asso- 
ciates for months have adopted a 
settled policy of nagging and dis- 
crediting the president of the United 
States while he has been engaged 
in the tremendous work of nego- 
tiating this treaty,” said Senator 
Hitchock. “I want to call the atten- 
tion of senators what the result has 
been of this settled purpose to nag 
and discredit the representatives of 
the United States in Paris. It has 
been to weaken his influence there; 
and when his influence has been 
weakened, when his power there has 
been affected by this systematic dis- 
crediting in the United States and 
when he has been forced to give 
way to contentions of other coun- 
tries, then the same senators rise in 
their places here and condemn thw 
president because he yielded.”

Shantung?” asked Senator Moses. 

“TIT do not know what would have 
been the effect in relation to Shan- 
tung,” said Senator Hitchcock. “I 
know and the whole world knows 
that the president of the United 
States stood over there single-hand- 
ed and alone contending for ideals 
against the imperial demands of the 
imperial nations, and I know he 
would have been stronger if it had 
been known that the co-ordinate 
branch of the government of the 
United States was behind him in his 
position. It comes with poor grace 
for senators who sought to ham- 
string him and stab him in the back 
to stand up on the floor now and 
criticise him because he was forced 
to yield at times, and could not carry 
out all of the great purposes which 
he had in mind. 

“The senator from Connecticut 
condemns the president because he 
has sought personal interviews with 
members of the senate. The presi- 
dent’s action is likened to a man 
tampering -with members of the 
jury, while charged with the solemn 
duty of trying a case.” 

Senator Brandegee denied the use 
of such language. 

‘Hie used the language that the 
president was appealing to the in- 
dividual members-of the jury,” said 
Hitchcock. 

“And I repeat the assertion,” said 
Brandegee. 

Keeps Senate in Dark. 


“The criticism,’ said Senator 
Brandegee,” is that the president 
keeps ‘the senate and the country 
in the dark. Not the senators, but 
the senate.” 

“That is a new charge,” said Mr. 
Hitchcock. “The senate has here- 
tofore criticised the president be- 
cause he has withheld from mem- 
bers of the senate information which 
they were entitled to receive. The 
senator himself has upon the floor 
criticised the president because the 
president had not delivered to him 
personally something that he _ had 
asked for while he. was enjoying 
the hospitality of the president at 
the white house.” 

“T said that Mr. Polk said that 
he did not have it. I do not know 
where it is. It may be in Paris or 
somewhere else,” said Brandegee.

HOPE OF HUMANITY 
LIES IN LEAGUE, 
SAYS FLETCHER 


Washington, July 24.—‘“The cross- 


es that speak of herotsm and sacri- 


fice, extending from the English 
channel to the Swiss border, reach 
out their arms in mute appeal to 
the representatives of civilized peo- 
ples to see to it that such slaughter, 
destruction and barbarity shall nev- 
er again blight the earth,” said Sen- 
ator Fletcher, of Florida, speaking 
in the senate today in behalf of 
the league of nations. “The presi- 
dent has pointed the way of hope 
for humanity and assurance for oo 
world, Shall this senate turn it baek 
and refuse its advice and consent?” 

It Is due the dead and maimed of 
all the allied armies and the be- 
reaved of ‘the home population, he 
said, that the enlightened nations 
of thet earth should see to it on 
the final settlement of terms that 
provision be made whereby never 
again should any autocrat or mili- 
tary clique be able to “pour the 
sweet milk of concord into hell.” 

Expressing regret that the. sen- 
ate “cannot unite, as did those 
around the peace table,” Senator 
Fletcher criticised opponents of the 
league covenant’s conclusion in the 
treaty. 

“They not only oppose the league 
of nations plan now before us,” he 
said, “but they are opposed to any 
kind of a plan. It is not worth 
while to discuss the details of the 
plan submitted, so far as they are 
concerned. It could not be made 
satisfactory to them, No amend- 
ment, no reservation, no separate 
construction, no condition could be 
framed that would cause it to meet 
with their favor. They argue that 
any.covenant with other nations, 
any alliance would mean a certain 
relinquishment of our sovereignty, 
a sacrifice in' some degree of our 
independence, and they are unwilling 
to allow either. mr, 

“IT am utterly unable to see any 
such danger or find any grounds for 
objection in the terms of the cove- 
nants submitted. There would be, 
of course, me right of free-and 
independent action surrendered, just 
as there is under any contract an 
individual may make. The consid- 
eration received is a fair exchange, 
in the one case as in the. other. 
The covenants of all the other na- 
tions, the relinquishments and yield- 
ing of arbitrarily unrestrained ac- 
tion on their part, is an impor- 
tant consideration. The concessions, 
which are mutual, for certain def- 
inite and fixed objects, is shared by 
all for the good of all. The return 
of what is given up balances the 
giving.” : 


SENATOR LENROOT 
POINTS OUT NEED 
‘OF RESERVATIONS 


Washington July 24.—Acceptance 
of the league of nations with reser- 
vations. to protect independence of 
American action was advocated in 
the senate today by Senator Len- 
root, republican, of Wisconsin. ‘I'he 
right to determine domestic ques- 
tions, to administer the Monroe doc- 
trine and to decide upon its cource in 
any case arising under article 10, he 
asserted, should be more fully pro- 
tected by reservations. 

Of President Wilson's 14 points, 
the speaker said, only six had been 
complied with in the treaty, while 
four had been “clearly violated,” and 
four “not included at all.” Among 
those violated, he mentioned the 
stipulations relating to open cove- 
nants, disarmament and impartial 
adjustment of colonial claims. Le 
expressed the opinion that the 
league provisions would not be ef- 
fective in forcing disarmament. 

“The country ought to know,” 
said Senator Lenroot, “that . with 
very few exceptions the members of 
this body, irrespective of party, are 
in favor of a league of nations. And 
the country ought to know that with 
very few exceptions the republican 
members are in favor of the leagut 
now proposed, provided reservations 
are made protecting the rights and 
interests of the United States. 

“I believe the United States can 
and should be protected by proper 
reservations, and with such reserva- 
tions the league may be of great 
value in preventing future wars and 
securing a better understanding be- 
tween nations.” 

The articles providing for arbitra- 
tion and giving the league authority 
to act in case of any(war or threat 
of war were praised by the senator, 
who also said he considered the 
withdrawal article satisfactory. The 
provision made regarding domestic 
questions he, considered “open to ob- 
jection,” while he thought a reserva- 
tion should be adopted declaring the 
Monroe doctrine: “unaffected. He 
alsOsuggested a reservation under 
which nations could not have the 
disarmament Henitation placed upon 
them while they were at war. 

Regarding article 10, Senator Len- 
root said he considered that “neither 
President Wilson nor the senate has 
any moral right to obligate the 
United States to go to war to pre- 
serve the territorial integrity and 
existing political independence ct 
members of the league.” The people 
should be left free in the future, he 
said, “to refrain from engaging in 
war against their will.

THE SUFFRAGE VOTE. 


The disapproval of the federal 
woman suffrage amendment by 
the senate yesterday was regret- 
table, though not unexpected. 

Great social or political ad- 
vances of the - kind contemplated 
by this amendment do not come in 


a day; neither do. they come uni- 
formly over the whole country at 
the same time. 

But when they start, and as 
their efficacy is proven, their ulti- 
mate sweep is inevitable, and just 
as certain as it is that the rising 
tide will fill every nook and crev- 
ice within its reach. ‘ 

The cause of woman | suffrage 
has had less of a hold upon this 
section than upon any other part 
of the country. So far as Georgia 
is concerned this is rather incon- 
sistent, for when the country was 
hesitating to commit itself to the 
principle of higher education for 
woman the first female college in 
the United States was established 
in Georgia. This, also, was one of 
the first of the states to remove all 
barriers against the right of women 
to fee simple possession of 
property. 

It was hoped that Georgia’s re- 
sponse Ag, the federal suffrage 
amendment proposal would be 
more in-accord with national sen- 
timent than seems to be the case; 
yet there is no doubt that the 
state-wide sentiment in favor of 
woman suffrage has been tremen- 
dously strengthened by the discus- 
sion of the issue in the present leg- 
islative session. 

That sentiment is growing every 
day. 

This defeat will not stop it; 
neither will it prevent the ratifica- 
tion of the federal amendment. 

The time is coming—and it is 
not far distant—when the men

“THE LYNCHING OF BERRY WASH- 
oe INGTON,”’ 
£! mewn, Ga., May 26. 

‘I wish to iaform you of an outrageous 
lynching which occurred at Milan, Ga., May 
24, 1919, Telfair county, Mr. John Williams, 
sheriff. On May 24 at 1 o’clock at night, 
John Dandy and Lewis Evans, white, went 
down into the colored people’s section of the 
town and went to the home of a widow by 
the name of Emma McCollers, who had 
two daughters. They knocked: but the orc- 
cupants refused to open the door, and Dandy 
shot through the door. The ball went 
through the organ and the machine. That 
frightened the girls and they ran out to 
another old lady’s home. Her name was 
Emma Tisber and is a widow. with two little 
children. The white men went after these col- 
ored girls; the girls ran under the porch 
and hid. These white men broke down the 
door and tore up the floor. The old widow 
lady got frightened, ran and jumped in the 
well, and the children screamed for help. 
Brother Berry Washington, colored, 72 years 
old, tan out with his shotgun in his hand. 
When he got near the hall he met both of 
the white men. John Dandy, 25 years old, 
with a wife and two children, asked the 
old man what he came out for. He said: 
“To see what was the matter with the 
women and children.’’ Then John Dandy fired 
at him and said: ‘‘I will kill you, old man,”’ 
The old man fired and killed him (John Dan- 
dy) first. He fell with his pistol in his 
right hand and a cigarette in the other, and 
a flask of—liquor .fell out of his pocket. 
The other white fellow ran (Lewis Evans). 
A. Stricklin heard it. 

Gives Self Up. 

*‘Another colored man came out and ad- 
vised Brother Washington to go up town 
and wake the chief of police and give him- 
self up. The policeman ® name is Mr. 
Stuckey. He sent Brother Washington to 
McCra@ jail at 2 o’clock on the night of the 
24th. He stayed in jail until Saturday 
night, the 25th, at 12 o'clock. A mob of 
75 or 100 took Brother Washington out of 
jail and brought him back to Milan. They 
carried him to the same spot where he shot 
Dandy and lynched him. He was hanged to 
a post, his bedy shot into pieces and left 
hanging there until 2 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing, May 26. He was lynched because he 
protected his own women, in his part of the 
town. White boys came down there late 
hours of the night and disturbed the peace 
and happiness of the colored and white peo- 
ple. ® ' 
“They ordered every colored person . to 
leave town Saturday night. Poor old men, 
women and children left their homes. before 
dark. Not a colored person spent the night 
in their homes Saturday night nor Sunday 
night. Up to the 27th of May, this had not 
been published in any of the Georgia papers, 
it was so disgraceful, It is even said that 
a white minister directed the mob.”’

Editor Constitution: At last it 
must be apparent to all as stated 
by The Constitution, that racial an- 
tagonisms are not peculiar to the 
south. 

Recently-chronicled events in 
Washington, D. C., sharply illus- 
trate two contentions which have 


often been expressed: 

‘ First, that just as much (or even 
more) hostility is manifested to- 
ward” the negro in the north, 
where any considerable number of 
the black race congregate SO as to 
form a large percentage of the pop- 
ulation. 

Second, that when racial antag- 
onism flares into flame in the north 
it almost invariably manifests it- 
self in a more exaggerated, de- 
structive form than has ever been 
the case in the south. 

While Washington is not strictly 
“the north,” perhaps, neither is it 
“the south.” It is a national con- 
zglomerate, and thus even more sig- 
nificantly constitured. 

In this section there have been 
many isolated, individual cases 
where summary vengeance has been 
inflicted upon negroes for the 
commission of horrible crimes, but 
rarely has there occurred anything 
resembling a race war such as has 
prevailed in the national capital 
during the past few days.

The action of ~-the Georgia as- 
sembly in defeating the federal 
equal suffrage amendment will not 
in the slightest affect the ratifica- 
tion of that measure. The women 
of America will be enfranchised to 
vote in 1920. 

I feel it was a serious mistake 
to bring this issywe to the floor in 
any way at this session, but I shall 
not ascribe to any man who voted 
against ratification a purpose or 
motive other than a sincere convic- 
tion, either that the state should 
regulate its own suffrage laws, or 
that women should not be permitted 
citizenship. 

It is an issue, and they are dif- 
ferentials of that issue, upon which 
there are honest differences of opin- 
ion by millions of good men and 
women. Personally, I see no objec- 
tion to the federal amendment and 
am not afraid of the negro bugaboo. 
White primaries and state election 
laws and white supremacy will al- 
ways dominate and control—honest- 
ly control—the ballot in the south, 
as they should.

south, and know nothing else but 


southern sentiments based upon the 
good old southern traditions; but 
I say in all sincerity that many of

WANNAMARER SPEAKS 
TO GEORGIA SOLONS 


Asks Legislators to Help 
American Cotton Assec- 
ciation Work. 


To a joint session of the house 
and senate yesterday, J. 8 Wanna- 
maker, of South Carolina, president 
of the American Cotton association, 
presented the views of the associa- 
tion as to what the cotton planter 
should do. His speech was enthu- 
siastically received and seemed to 
meet the views cf the great ma- 
jority of the legislators. 

Mr. Wannamaker urged the as- 
sembly to assist the association in 
every way possible in securing cot- 
ton warehouses for the storage of 
the staple in every county in the 
cotton producing area. 

He explained the attitude of the 
association as to the reduction of 
acreage which was substantially as 
follows: The cotton farmers should 
acquire expert knowledge through 
the association as to just how much 
eotton was needed to supply the 
demands of the world and that then 
the acreage should be strictly lim- 
fted to that demand, 

Cotton should be held in the ware- 
houses provided until the price 
fixed by the association was met by. 
the trade. Of course, in order to 
do that, it would be necessary for 
planters to make cotton a surplus 
crops and to raise on their farms 
all the products necessary to satis- 
fy their living needs. 

The speaker asserted that cotton 
which had once been the great 
source of blessing to the south had 
now become its curse due to the 
selfish manipulations of English 
spinners and New York speculators.

This method is much 
more effective than the old style 
of holding the bat at the angle and 
making the drive with the arms 
alone. - 

If the batter desires to attempt 
place hitting without a shift of the 
foot he must poke the ball, instead 
Loft yf ys; at it, and strive to 
push it to the point aimed at. This, 
of course, loses the force of the 
blow and lessens the chance of 


smashing it through a fielder.

Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta Issues 
Optimistic Monthly Statement 
For Sixth District. 


The monthly report on business 
and agricultural conditions in the 
sixth federal reserve district, as 
issued by the Federal Reserve bank 
of Atlanta, Joseph A. McCord, agent, 
is in part as follows: 

‘From all parts of the sixth fed- 
eral reserve district reports indi- 
cate practically all lines of business 


increasingly active. The past few 
weeks have experienced increases in 
prices of a number of articles of 
food and increases are also indi- 
cated in reports from dry goods and 
leather dealers. Retajl clothiers and 
shoe dealers report that an increase 
in their lines is imminent and will 
undoubtedly occur within the next 
thirty or sixty days. 

“In spite of the increased prices, 
fall buying has been active and 
wholesalers are optimistic as to 
trade for the coming months. The 
past two or three months have wit- 
nessed the opening of many new 
houses in various lines of business 
in the cities of the district. A num- 
ber of large northern and eastern 
paint manufacturing 
have recently established branches 
and retail stores and the number 
of automobile agencies is constantly 
increasing. 

“The normal demand for money 
is reported somewhat lessened by 
recent sales of cotton and liquida- 
tion of cotton paper. Interest rates 
remain steady and bank deposits in 
reany instances have increased. Col- 
lections are reported, 


Bank Censolidations. 


“The recent bank consolidations 
in New Orleans are of interest in 
financial and business. circles gen- 
erally. The New Orleans National 
bank merged with the Hibernia 
Bank and Trust company under the 
latter name. The Canal Bank and 
Trust company has absorbed the 
United States Trust and Savings 


Bank and Trust company -and the 
Commercial Trust and Savings bank 
were merged, under the name of the 
Canal-Commercial Trust and Sav- 
ings bank, with capital, surplus and 
undivided profits of $6,000,000.

While an effort was made to 
reduce acreage planted to cotton ‘in 
Tennessee, weather conditions have 
aided greatly and high prieés for 
tobacco caused much land to 
planted in tobacco instead of. cot- 
ton. In Alabama, and also Missis- 
sippi and Louisiana, the crop has 
been much damaged by continuous 
rains and fields are full of grass and 
weeds, Farmers unable to get labor 
are in many instances compelled to 
abandon cotton flelds which are be- 
yond their control. . 


Increase in Tobacco. 


“A large increase in tobacco 
acreage in south Georgia is also in- 
dicated by the report of the co-oper- 
ative reporting service, and this is 
further emphasized by the recent 
opening of several tobacco ware- 
houses in that part of the state. 

“Cornfields are in many parts in 
bad shape, having had too much 
rain, causing an abundance of grass. 
This condition is partially offset, 
however, by the increased acreage 
in the southern section, but the total 
production is estimated at less than 
that of 1917. The rains which have 
been so adverse to corn have been 
excellent for sweet potatoes. Po-

“The report of the field agent for 
Tennessee, of the department of 
agriculture, indicates a decline in 
the condition of Tennessee's wheat 
crop since June 1, brought about by 
continued rains and the general 
prevalence of rust. Indications are 
for a yield of 7,600,000 bushels. 


Numbers of fields which at one time 
looked promising have been wholly 
abandoned as not worth cutting. 

“The corn acreage in Tennessee 
shows a considerable decline, due 
te long-continued rains at planting 
time. In many instances crops have 
been abandoned, or plowed over and 
replanted, making much of the crop 
late. A slight decline is noted in 
the acreage of white potatoes, while 
there has been a decided increase 
in the sweet potato crop. The acre- 
age of tobacco is increased in all 
parts of Tennessee. Rains, the late- 
ness of the season and some short- 
age of plants interfered with plant- 
iggs to some extent in the dark to- 
bacco counties in the middle of the 
state. The condition of the crop is 
fair, though much of it is late. 

“There has been a decided de- 
crease in the acreage planted to 
peanuts in Tennessee, Georgia and 
Alabama, caused by low prices, rot- 
ting of seed and rains which pre- 
vented plantings in some sections 
and by unsatisfactory marketing 
conditions last fall, 

“The present crop of Sea Island 
'eotton is estimated to be about one- 
third of last year’s production which 
was reported as half a normal crop. 
The entire belt is infested with the 
boll weevil and this has caused a 
sharp reduction in the estimated 
production.

Another Case Ordered 
Against His Wife. 


Captain Walter Wanderwell and 


his wife, Captain Nellie Clark Wan- 
derwell, of the Volunteers of Ameri- 
ca, were before..Recorder Johnson 
Thursday morn .on charges of 
disorderly condu the organiza- 
tion house at 96 jolitan ave- 
nue, which ended in the arrest of 
the two Monday night. Wanderwell 
was fined $26 and Mrs. Wanderwell 
Wes acquitted. 

The anderwells were also or- 
dered to stop soliciting funds on the 
+ streets of‘ Atlanta until further in- 
vestigation. 80, additional 
charges of disorderly conduct were 
ordered docketed against Mrs. Wan- 
derwell. Colonel Fegler, of New Or- 
leans, the commander of the south- 
ern branch of the organization, pro- 
tested vigorously against the order 
barring the solicitation of funds, but 
Judge Johnson wes firm. The may- 
or issued a similar order of sus- 
pension. 

Fegler had come from New Or- 
leans especially to make an investi- 
gation. He said that the Volunteers 
were an incorporated church. and 
that they had been doing good 
work for twenty-three years. He 
announced that General Ballineton 
Booth, president of the organization, 
will be in Atlanta in a few days to 
straighten out matters. 

After Wanderwell was fined Er- 
nest Buchanan, who prosecuted the 
case, stated to the court that the 
people of Atlanta would like to 
know just what was done with the 
money collected here 

Mayor Key had a visit Thursday 
afternoon from Fegler in which he 
came to tell the mayor how much 
he regretted that the latter had 
been misquoted in regard to the Vol- 
unteers. The mayor replied that 
he had been quoted correctly and 
had said a rood deal more not en- 
tirely complimentary to the organ- 
ization. 


Volunteers Defended. 


F. C. Fegley, colonel in the Vol- 
unteers of America, has requested 
The Constitution to publish the fol- 
lowing communication: 


Editor Constitution: Will you kindly al- 
low me to say a few words in the interest 
of the Volunteers of America? We are an 
incorporated church and missfon society, 
and we are appealing to the fair-thinking 
people of Atlanta for fair play. We do not 
feel that the organization as a whole should 
be condemned for the actions of a few, and 
that without a hearing. We are not erit- 
icising any officials, but wo do not feel 
that any other Church of God would be 
condemned and their source of income taken 
from them if a few of their members made 
mistakes or conducted themselves in an 
unruly manner. Why should a ban _ be 
placed upon this organization that has for 
a motive bringing the wanderers to the 
Church of Christ and sharing with the 
needy their last crust? 

The constitution of the United States 
grants us the right to eerve God according 
to the dictation of our conscience, but we 
cannot meet our rents and obligations unless 
allowed to ask the public for the same. The 
Volunteers of America stands as a church 
for the black sheep, and it is not fair to 
judge us by the statements secured under 
pressure from disgrurttled inmates by a 
person who poses as a private detective. We 
do not know why this individuial has hound- 
ed the young woman who has represented 
our organization, as it 1s not fair to take 
this one case, and as I said before, con- 
demn the whole movement. So we appeal 
to everyone to come to our aid. We are 
not ashamed of the good work that has 
been accomplished. If any mistakes have 
been made it is of the head and not the 
heart. 

We plead with the citizens of Atlanta 
not to put this stigma upon this great 
organization that has for its chief officers 
General and Mrs. Ballington Booth, and the 
indorsement of a great many national and 
state leaders, which include President Wil- 
son and many others. We only ask that 
which would be granted any other church 
of God. Why should this be withheld? The 
writer feels that a great injustice has been 
done, and sees no reason why we should be 
called on to pay court costs and fees. 

To the home owners in east Atlanta who 
do not like the idea of a home in their 
community, I will say for the past two 
months we have undertaken to secure an- 
other location, but did not make any very 
great effort, because our lease does not 
expire until September 1, but we are now 
diligently trying te secure a place where 
we may carry on our work with the ap- 
proval of all concerned. 

To the gentleman who was so excited this 

rning in court over what the Volunteers 
do with their money, I would say that our 
finances are strictly accounted for each 
Monday morning. One report is sent to the 
national center and one comes to my office 
as southern regimental commander, Our 
books are open for inspection by any reliable 
person. e hope to give a good account 
of our stewardship. We pray for this con- 
sideration. Believe me to remain,

He is loud in his praise of the va- 
rious war organizations which con- 
duct buildings at the camp for the 
pleasure of the men. There is danc- 
ing several times a week and free 
movies or entertainment of some 
kind each night at Gordon. 

Captain Brodie received word 
from the war department Thursday 
that no further enlistments for the 
A. E. F, could be taken at Camp 
Gordon. Another official war de- 
partment bulletin received at Camp 
Gordon was to the effect that men 
who have had no previous military 
training would be allowed to enlist 
either in the medical or quarter- 
master departments for a period of 
one year instead of the old ruling of 
three years. Captain Brodie believes 
that this order will bring a great 
number of recruits to the permanent 
local cantonment. 

The fifth division, which returned 
recently from overseas, is now on 
its way to Camp Gordon. Owing 
to its depleted ranks, caused by the 
discharge of many soldiers, Captain 
Brodie says this will allow him to 
enlist a large number of men for 
this division and these men will 
have an exceptional opportunity for 
rapid advancement.
